What The B.E S.L. is Doing 
For Returned Men in Alberta 

The British Empire Service League 
has secured adjustments and in¬ 
creases by proving claims to pen¬ 
sion, totalling 1536,642 00. for re* 
'turned men who had genuine war I 
disabilities. 

The B.E.S.L. has secured pen¬ 
sions for widows totalling the sum 
of $267,683. 

The B. E. S. L has placed oyer 
2,000 men in positions. 

The B.E S L. has adjusted 5,129 
cases for returned men. 

The B.E.S L. has obtained and 
distributed $160,000 for relief of 
suffering returned men and their 
families, in the winters immediate¬ 
ly following the war. 

We are responsible for the pre-j 
sent rate of pension being what it 
is today. It must be remembered 
that the total disability pension in 
1915 was $30 00 per month Today 1 
it is $75.00 per month. There is 
not a pensioner today who Bhould 
not realize what the existence of the 
B E S L has meant to him, and if 
he wishes to show his gratitude he 
should, while inactive as an indi-j 
vidual, continue his membership 
and foster the work of the Associa¬ 
tion which has and is looking after 
his interests.

planted in the grounds. Last Arbor 
Day teachers and children of this 
school worked hard in setting out 
trees, etc , in the grounds surround¬ 
ing Cameron school. A few months 
after this was done not the slightest 
vestige of their praiseworthy effort 
remained.

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 

Japan’s recently revised plans call 
for the expenditure of $100,000,000 in 
railway improvements in the next 12 
years. 

A bomb was thrown in the midst 
of a congregation of Moslems pray-1 
ing at the tomb of a saint near the ' 
medical college, Bombay. Thirteen of 
them were injured, one seriously. [ 
- A vote of $199,000 to provide foi j 
the radio telegraph service and t'oi j 
the construction asd maintenance of 
radio ship to shore stations passed j 
the House of Commons. 

Another 2,500 buffalo from the j 
Watnwright Park will be removed to 
the Northern reserve on Slave River 
this summer, stated Col. J. K. Corn¬ 
wall on his return to Edmonton from 
Ottawa. 

Over 900 out of 1,686 shareholders 
of the Homo Bank have paid their 
double liability under the Bank Act, 
it has been learned.

■ Leech River, scene of the great 
Vancouver Island gold rush of the 
early sixties, will be marked as an 
important historical spot by the B.C. 
Historical Society shortly, says tile 
Victoria Times. 

Members of the society will jour¬ 
ney to the rite of Leech-town shortly 
and place there a suitable tablet to 
indicate the past Importance of the 
former mining centre. When the last 
of the wooden building! of the town 
have 'disappeared, there still, remain 
relics of the little settlement where 
adventurers from all America flcck- 
ed to pan the gold nuggets of Leech 
I River. '

Here and There | 

Toronto capital will develop the | 
only known blue talc deposits 
Canada, the bed located about t* 
miles southwest of Banff. A private 
company, adequately financed, has 
been organized, and it is said that 
development operations will begin 
at once. White talc deposits i 
also found in association with the | 
blue talc. 

To replenish depleted British 
Columbia herds a carload of moun¬ 
tain sheep from the Banff National 
Park and another of elk from the 
Wainwright Park are being brought 
in to the province and will be re¬ 
leased in the mountains 
Spence’s Bridge, according to M. B. 
Jackson, chairman of the Provincial 
Game Conservation Board. 

In order to establish a model set¬ 
tlement just outside Winnipeg, a 
party of Catholic colonists sailed on 
the Canadian Pacific liner “Mar- 
loch” for Saint John and reached 
Winnipeg in charge of Father Keir- j 
dorf, of the German Catholic Immi¬ 
gration Association. The party con¬ 
sisted of about 30 families and came 1 
under the direction of the Canada i 
Colonization Association. 

Included in the programme of new 
construction in the Manitoba dis¬ 
trict of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way is the building of new standard 
station houses to be located at Hp- 
sala, Toulon, Petersfield, Kemnay, 
Alamedy, Pettapiece and Dominion 
City. New section houses will be 
built at sixteen points in the Mani¬ 
toba district while a mechanically 
operated coaling plant with a ca¬ 
pacity of 100 tons will be built at 
Poplar Point. 

Saint John Nelson Christananda, 
describing himself as a Christian 
Apostolic Preacher, and originating 
.from Southern India, arrived in 
^Canada recently on the Canadian 
■'Pacific liner “Montrose” from Eng¬ 
land. He is a “Sadhu” which trans¬ 
lated signifies a Saint and is con¬ 
ducting a short mission of about 
two months in Canada. Mr. Chris¬ 
tananda stated that he h%j been 
preaching through Europe and had 
visited about twenty countries on 
that continent. His creed, he as¬ 
serted, associated with all Christian 
churches without being bound down 
by any dogmas. He said he was 
welcomed by all religious organiza¬ 
tions. 

A consignment of Canadian manu¬ 
factured ice cream shipped from 
Saint John about the middle of last 
month featured the menu of a ban¬ 
quet tendered to over 400 British 
buyers by the Hon. P. C. Larkin, 
Canadian High Commissioner in 
London. On account of the large 
Canadian representation at the ban¬ 
quet the Commissioner ordered the 
cream through the IWrity Ice Cream 
Co. in Montreal, and was handled 
during its 3,000-mile journey across 
the Atlantic by the Canadian Pacific | 
Express Company. A ton of ice | 
was placed aboard the C. P. liner 
“Minnedosa” to insure its arriving 
in perfect condition. 

Details of the British Govern¬ 
ment’s exhibit at the World’s Poul¬ 
try Congress, to be held at Ottawa, 
July 27th to August 4th next, have 
been received by the Congress com¬ 
mittee. Heading the list of exhi¬ 
bitors from Great Britain is His 
Majesty the King, who has signi¬ 
fied his intention of exhibiting pig¬ 
eons, while H.R.H. the Prince of 
Wales is sending along some chick¬ 
ens from his famous farm in Corn¬ 
wall. The British exhibit will con¬ 
sist of models of the poultry farms 
of Lord Dewar and Tom Barron, 
two of the best known poultry 
breeders in England. Hon. Miss 
Florence Amherst and St. Dunstan’s 
Hostel Ifit the Blind; are also par¬ 
ticipating. The British representa¬ 
tion will include many technical fea¬ 
tures. Official British delegates to 
the Congress are Sir Francis Floud, 
permanent under-secretary to the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fish¬ 
eries, and Percy Francis, Poultry 
Commissioner to the Ministry 
Agriculture. ...

MAY APPOINT A 
BRITISH ENVOY 
TO DOMINION 


Ottawa.—Great Britain may appoint 
a representative to Canada to act in 
almost file saint- capacity to the 
minister who has been appointed 
from the United States, Premier W. 
U Mackenzie King stated in the 
House of Commons. The Prime Min¬ 
ister said that a British representa¬ 
tive would probably be "a high com 
missioher to Canada.” 

Premier King’s announcement 
came during his explanation of an 
item in the estimates of $8,000 for 
a secretary to the prime minister. 
Tlie premier stated that he wished 
this item voted for an executive 
secretary. Some misunderstanding 
had arisen over the term "secretary. 
He would like to point, out he‘said, 
that the prime minister was the only 
minister who had not a deputy min¬ 
ister. IHs only assistance was from 
the private secretaries. The wont 
of the prime minister’s ofllce, Pre¬ 
mier King added, had now increased 
so that it was imperative in the pub¬ 
lic Interest that it be organized on 
business-like lines similar to other 

Premier King referred to the ap¬ 
pointment of a minister from the 
United States. 

"I understand that in all prob¬ 
ability Great Britain intends to ap¬ 
point a representative to. Canada in 
a similar capacity,” Premier King 
said, “someone who will be in the 
position of a high commissioner to 
the Dominion and who will expect, 
perhaps, more in the way of an op¬ 
portunity of conversation with the 
prime minister thati with any other 
minister of the Crown. , 

Ifon. Hugh Guthrie, Conservative 
leader, declared that in view of the 
explanation given by the prime min- j 
ister he had no serious objection to 
the item being approved. When the j 
vote flfst appeared in the estimates, I 
{here had been a general Impression ! 
that it was for a “glorified secre¬ 
tary.”

Washington $300,000 was voted by] 
the House of Commons after brisk' 
opposition.

motion was lost by 54 to 90. 

The Conservative leader argued i 
that $25,000 would be sufflcient-t 0 se-| 
cure adequate rented quarters for j 
the legation quite as good as the 
newly-appointed minister from the j 
United States to Canada would se-i 
cure in Ottawa.

OTTAWA, April 20.—By a un¬ 
animous judgment of the Supreme 
Court of Canada, this morning de¬ 
cided that section 17 of the Alberta 
Act “is not in wholeorin part ultra 
vires of the parliament of Canada ’’

refers to separate schools in the 
province. It provides that section 
ninety-three of the British North 
America Act (which subject to cer¬ 
tain provisions, gives to provincial 
legislatures authority to enact laws
